In both the cases decided, the Supreme, court affirmed the decision of 


th« Common Pleas courts, which in eacj, case sustains both the primary 
law and the reasonableness of the call of the 
Republican State Central 


Committee. The court did not assign any grounds. 


Under thfs decision primaries may now be held free from any ques- 


tion as to their legality, unless the United States Supreme court' shall cn- 
ioin them. Prosecutor Welty said he had not 
thought of asking the 


United States Supreme court for an injunction. 
His present plan seems 


to be simply to carry the case to the highest court for a review. The Su- 
preme court in rendering the decision, stood live to one for the affirmation 


of the lower courts. Judg- Da\is dissented.

BOAT OF NEWSPAPERS. 


G. W. Johnson to Row From Florida to 


New York In Paper Shell. 


George W. Johnson, an old time Har- 


lem river oarsman, now living in St. 
Augustine, Fla., is constructing a pe- 
culiar boat in which ne contemplates 
rowing from St Augustine to New 
York via the inside route—through the 
sounds, the bayous and eanals—next 
spring, says the New York Herald. 
The boat is to be constructed of news- 
papers and' to be in the form of a 
shell, with a little more beam than the 
ordinary racing type. 
Mr. Johnson 


rowed from New York to Boston in 
1888 in a somewhat similar craft. The 
length of the cruising shell is twenty 
feet by twenty inches beam, six inches 
deep, and it will have ten water tight 
bulkheads. 


The boat is to be constructed entire- 


ly of newspapers. Mr. Johnson hopes 
to have in the craft a copy of every 
daily paper in the United States. 
About twenty thicknesses of paper are 
to be used for the hull of the shell, 
which -nill be made in a mold under 
pressure, 
producing 
a 
composition 


harder and tougher than any v.-ood. 
The deck will be similarly constructed 
of paper, and the headings of the \a- 
rious papers will be used as a mosaic 
for the outside coating
